Technical charge in the warrants 
which were secured on affidavit of 
Vineent C. Giblin, one of Capone's 
attorneys, was conspiracy to charge 
Capone falsely with violation of a 
city ordinance, McCreary also was 
named in a warrant charging false 
arrest. 

Farlier in the day Capone outwit- 
ted a city detective seeking to ar- 
rest him as the Chicago gang lord 
in the offices of Giblin and J. 
Gordon, his attorneys. Orders 
not to arrest Capone at that time 
were given by McCreary when he 
was informed that the gangster had 


come to Miami from his island resi- 
dence at Miami Beach for a business 
conference with his counsel.

While republican leaders were laying 
plans today to combat opposition ef- 
fort to return the tariff bill to con- 
ference when it comes up in the sen- 
nte next Tuesday, the conferees on 
the measure finished their report by 
ugreeing on a final draft of the new 
fiexible provision. 

The text of the compromise, about 
2 (4) words long, made one important 
and several minor changes in the draft 
ugreed upon yesterday. It was ap- 
proved by the conferees after a pre- 
liminary conference between Walter 
Hl. Newton, executive secretary to 
President Hoover, and Chairmen 
Smoot and Hawley, of the senate and 
house committees. 

The major change provides that 
whenever the president fails to ap-

WASHINGTON, May 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Paying a tribute to members 
of the Georgia delegation in the house, 
Senator William J. Harris today 
pointed out that Georgia fared better 
under the rivers and harbors bill 
enacted last week than it did in any 
previous measure. 

Not only were all appropriations 
carried in the house. bill sustainéd by 
the senate committee on commerce. of 
which the senior Georgia senator is a 
member, but the house projects were 
hiked $1,500,000 by the senator. 

Among the increases obtained by 
the Georgia senator was that in the 
item for the Brunswick harbor. which 
was raised from $390,000 to $1,210,- 
OOO so that the harbor project can be 
completed. He was also able to have 
the appropriation for the Mobile-Pen- 
sacola intercoastal canal system, with 
which the lower Chattahoochee river 
Is connected, increased from $100,000 
to $500,000. 

Important items in the bill includ- 
ed $1,305,000 for the improvement of 
the Savannah river below Augusta.

In addition to the municipal ex- 
penditures, the 17 southern states will 
spend $300,000,000 for highway con- 
struction, new bridges and mainte- 
nance during 1930, according to state 
highway heads, the June issue of 
Southern City will state.

In radio as in automobiles a reserve 
of power greater than that necessary 
for normal operation is always de- 
sirable, since a radio receiver, like a 
motor, operates best when its full 
power is not being used. The electric 
operation of modern receivers insures 
an adequate and inexhaustible supply 
of power, and it remains for the re-

In the better grade of receivers it 
is often impossible to use all the 
volume the receiver. will give, but 
such reserve is necessary in produc- 
ing low notes where an abundance of 
electrical power produces them with 
realism. When a well-designed re- 
ceiver reproduces musical tones of as 
low as 50-60 cycles, this reserve is 
absolutely essential. Receivers with 
power plant large enough to provide 
this reserve cost more, of course, than 
those where the power plant is poorly 
designed. But prospective purchasers 
should remember that it is impossible 
to get out of a receiver more than is 
put into it.

Significance of Silence. 

There is another consideration

The letters of protest that came 
after a broadcasting company pushed 
the so-called “slumber hour” on to 
midnight (for this city) have im- 
pressed the radio magnates. It looks 
as if one of the most important func- 
tions of the stations may be that of 
putting the nation to bed. Even now 
it is estimated that untold thousands 
stay up until midnight in order to be 
put to sleep by lullabies of a group 
of girls whuse songs go on the air.

Prize 
On Essay

Mrs. I. Gelders, of Fitzgerald, state- | 
wide winner of the prize offered on 
an essay on “The Right Use of Leis- | 
ure,” a project of General Federation, | 
enters her essay from Georgia in the | 
national contest.. She competes with | 
winners from every state in the 
Union, and the national prize winner | 
will be announced at the Denver con- 
vention held in June. Her article fol- 
lows: 

“The idea of the right use of time | 
is as old as man’s earliest intelligent | 


thought about himself. Idleness re- 
ceived reproof alike from Bible writ- | 
ers and pagan philosophers. Only in 
recent times, however, has a remedy 
been sought other than to spend more | 
hours of application upon the work | 
in hand. The idea of a profitable use | 
of leisure has come about by the mod- | 
ern methods of work which machinery | 
and electricity have evolved, leaving 
men and especially women with spare | 
time that preceding generations did | 
not have. All progressive schools and | 
communities now have a definite plan | 
for leisure activities and all civic and | 
educational societies find as a worthy | 
subject for discussion the use of | 
leisure time. ' | 
Defined Classes. | 

“In the early period of civiliza- | 
tion society had two. well defined | 
classes, the rich who did no work | 
and lived a parasitic life upon the | 
toilers, There was idleness on one | 
hand and enslaving drudgery on the | 
| 


other. We still have the expression 
the “idle rich,” but thanks to social 
progress it is about to become an an- | 
achronism for rich people are now | 
leading busy lives, and giving volun- | 
tarily a great deal of personal atten- | 
tion to many practical benefactions. | 
In their social life rich people have | 
taken up sports and athletics to the 
nth degree, and these give a healthy | 
outlet to the natural desire for pleas- 
ure. Their pride in physical fitness 
and prowess checks intemperance and | 
indulgence such as caused the voluptu- 
ousness and decadence of the pluto- 
erats of earlier periods. Outdoor life 
and sports and a wider range of so- 
cial activities play a large part in 
the physical and moral salvation of 
the enormously rich people of today.” 


‘ 


“Let us now consider that large 
class of people, both men and women. 
who earn thir living and have prac- 
tically no daytime leisure through the 
week. Age is a factor in this con- 
sideration because people of middle 
age or past, do not seek pleasure for 
its own sake as younger persons do, 
What they require is rest, relaxation 
or recreation of a mild sort. Reading, 
music in the home, radio, an occas- 
ional visit to the pictures or vaude- 
ville are to be commended for this 
sroup. They should have a car to 
use on holidays and Sundays and at- 
tend a ball game when possible. This 
is a usual and commendable rou- 
tine. Some businessmen and many 
homekeeping women find pleasure and 
healthful exercise in gardening, of 
mornings, but this necessitates earlier 
rising and is not advisable for all peo- 
ple. The benefits of gardening are 
fine, however, and it has a deepening 
interest to all who engage in it. There 
is mental diversion, in selecting the 
plants, arranging the beds and in 
watching the plants grow to fruition. 
There are also the physical benefits of 
moderate exercise and the tonic of 
earth, air and sunshine. It is a pity 
that millions of people are so limited 
as to space and to time, that they 
will never know the thrill of this nat- 
ural and wholesome pleasure, 


Mothers’ Leisure. 


What shall be said of the mothers’ 
First that the marvelous in- 
ventions of this age have been so | 
kind to her that unless poverty de- | 
prives her of their aid, it is her own | 
tault if she does not arrange her do- | 
mestic schedule to allow herself some | 
real freedom each day. One of the 
curent questions which is both eco- 
nomic and moral in its bearing is 
“How will women spend their increas- 
ing leisure?’ Some women will rush 
into business occupations to swell the 
family income with the laudable mo- 
tive of providing better education for 
their children. There is another ob- 
jective quite common and less worthy, 
to secure luxuries. We are facing a 
positive evil in the excessive playing 
of bridge by women of all ages. Like 
dancing by the young people, bridge 
playing so easily passes moderate lim- 
its and women are seen frittering 
away much time on a useless amuse- 
ment that could more wisely be ab- 
sorbed by women's clubs, P.-T. As- 
sociations or musie and literary clubs.

Nearby is Pahas- 
kee tepee erected by the city of Den- 
ver to house the famous old scout's 
collection of relics. 

Continuing, the boulevard - like 
roads, lead farther west, winding 
through the hills to the top of Gene- 
see mountain from which vantage 
point a magnificent panorama of 
Denver’s “1,000 Mountains” greets 
the eye. A few miles beyond, the 
grassy slopes and tall pines of his- 
toric Bergen park invite the traveler 
to rest. In this enchanting spot 
luncheon will be served. while music, 
echoed from a 1,000 hills will delight 
the ear. The drive back through pic- 
turesque Bear Creek canon over- 
winding roads by rippling water, 
through the mountain resorts of Ev- 
ergreen and Morrison, will unfold one 
chapter in the romance of “Denver 
and Her Hills.”

nually by Commerce Woman's Im- 
provement Club to the department 
making the best report of work for 
the year was awarded to the depart- 
ment of American citizenship. The 
following splendid report was made 
by Mrs. K. N. Sharp, chairman for 
the department: “Citizenship train- 
ing. We realize the future of our 
country depends on the training of 
the youth today. In view of that 
fact this department has done some 
profitable work to bear fruit in years 
before us. The chairman of this di- 
vision visited our publie school in 
1929 and learned’ that citizenship 
training was being taught in the 
proper grades for it. Not satisfied 
with the public schools alone doing 
this work, we secured the list of 
white schools from county superin- 
tendents throughout the county, he) 
marking the largest schools.

mation and training of these young 
minds. Some of the books were do- 
nated, some bought. 

“We have asked the pastor of 
Madison Street church to organize a 
class in that part of town for the 
purpose of teaching citizenship to the 
young men and ladies. They will 
start the loan of books, by our sug- 
gestion, from the Georgia library 
commission. We have nearly three 
hundred (300) boys and girls, young 
men and ladies being trained in citi- 
zenship outside of our public school 
work. The rural schools have adopt- | 
ed the circulating book plan by di- 
viding the books into groups and 
each school keeps a group two weeks, 
then passes on, thus the twenty-three 
(23) classes have an opportunity of 
exchanging books. This is not library 
extension work, but just a plan to 
supply proper books for respective 
classes. Superintendent of county 
schools thinks it fine and doing won- 
dertul good. ‘The classes plan to buy 
a book a month.

IfI. Civies: The usual ‘clean-up’ 
week was advertised in November and 
homes as well as public places re- 
sponded. We have a committee to 
co-operate with council in keeping the 
streets clean. Trash from the garbage 
cans is hauled and the streets swept 
each day. This spring chairman of 
civies sought aid of the officials of 
town in doing some necessary clean- 
ing and removing unsightly trash 
from in front of homes. Did not get 
results hoped for. She planned to put 
on campaign for removal of billboards 
in town. Our department maintains 
two parks. Spencer park has just 
been nicely raked and cleaned, shrub- 
bery trimmed and otherwise put in 
order. In Willoughby park a plant- 
ing of cannas and caladiums was 
made. The usual cleaning has not 
been completed so that a full report 
can be made. We hope to make an 
attractive entrance to the park as the 
money donated is still available, then 
shrubbery will be planted as well as 
annuals. The department sponsored 
a cooking school April 7 to 11 to raise 
money to help extend our work as 
we see best. The school was con- 
ducted by Mrs. E. Stanfield, of At- 
lanta, Ga., and proved to be a suc- 
cess. We arranged to let the negro 
cooks attend, that they might be bene- 
fited. We have a profit of $76.25 
from the school. Am sorry we can- 
not tell you just what we will do 
with the money, but it will. be some- 
thing good for the town, before the 
club year closes. 

“We contributed evergreens for a 
planting at two negro churches and 
one rural church for white people— 
value 38. Gave flower seed to the 
negro school to the amount of $2; also 
pictures for the walls. Paid $1 for 
‘danger sign’ to placed near the 
school for benefit of+ motorists. Of- 
fered $1.50 prize and shrubbery to 
the negro woman who would keep the 
neatest and cleanest home premises. 
Have committees in seven schools to 
get shrubbery from the woods to 
plant on school grounds in the rural 
districts. Asked for free flower seed 
and ordered leaflets from Better 
Homes and Gardens with plans for 
plantings, etc. Three schools’ sub- 
scribed for the above magazine to 
help in their work. 

Work Begun in 1929. 

“In 1929 work was started on our 
public school grounds, and shrubbery 
was planted on three sides of build- 
ing and the auditorium. This had 
to be cared for during the summer, 
so this department for 1930 took up 
the work. For cleaning groups and 
upkeep of shrubbery $5. Bought hose 
for watering flowers $8.13. Rake and 
During this spring had 
four loads of soil hauled for flower 
Three new plants bought 
to replace those that died $6.75. Lum- 
ber for protection of beds $1.60. La- 
bor for planting seeds 50c. Thirteen 
(13) packages seed $1.30. Paid out 
for school flower beds $31.28; re- 
ceived on sale of candy $1.30; balance 
on hand April 21, 1930, $58.40. The 
lawn in front of building has just 
been plowed and harrowed, ready to 
sow peas, then sod with grass. Chair- 
man street committee did this for us.

Mrs. S. V. Sanford, of Athens, re- 
tiring first vice president of Georgia 
Federation, submitted her report as fol- 
lows at the convention: “With only 
two exceptions I have been present 
at the annual meeting of the dis- 
trict’s conventions. A @conflict with 
duties at home made it impossible to 
be at the first and the fourth dis- 
strict conventions. It was evident te 
me that there was a new spirit at 
work at all the convention meetings 
—a spirit of optimism and broad vi- 
sion. The young women who are our 
district presidents seemed to me to be 
imbued with the true spirit of the 
federation and seemed anxious to carry 
forward the work with emphasis upon 
all the objectives of the federation— 
and not merely from the local view- 
point. It is realized that the local 
work is of supreme importance, for 
the club must be a live body of wom- 
en at home before its influence can 
be felt throughout the federation, but 
if ifs work is purely local, it will 
not be the influential club it should 
be in the federation. More and more 
must it be impressed upon the indi- 
vidual members and upon the clubs, 
separately and collectively, that the 
objectives of the feleration must be 
met and that the special objectives of 
the federation are dependent upon 
them for ultimate success. For ex- 
ample, there is no work connected 
with the federation that is of great- 
er importance than the endowments 
and the loan funds. 

“The civic organizations that em- 
phasize loan funds are those whose 
influence is greatest in the community. 
It therefore means that we must com- 
plete as quickly as possible all of 
our endowments so that we may aid 
those boys and girls, particularly 
girls, that must have short loans at 
critical times to complete their educa- 
tional careers. It follows that the 
quicker that we complete these en- 
dowments the more quickly we can 
turn our attention to other objectives 
of the federation. I am glad that 
these endowment funds were stressed 
at every district convention. It is 
gratifying also to note the interest 
manifested in the expansion of the 
federation—the increase in the num- 
ber of clubs applying for membership 
both on the per capita basis and by 
affiliation.

To team well together is 
the real test of efficiency. More of us 
as we grow old become afraid of 
change. The basis of our advance is 
new things, new ideas: I have spoken 
of the district conventions, but let me 
add that this year I have had the 
pleasure of Visiting an unusually 
larger number of individual clubs 
throughout the state, and I was im- 
pressed with the interest that these 
clubs manifested in all phases of fed- 
eration activities. It is a sign of 
hopefulness that so many young wom- 
en are now becoming active members. 

Likewise to see the number of col- 
lege graduates active in club work is 
most gratifying. The federation is 
not a machine—it is flow of forces 
constantly changing—new people, new 
ideas, always on the move. The one 
thing it must not do is to crystallize, 
for then it will get out of tune with 
modern conditions. The degree of 
achievement we make will depend 
upon how many able minds are turned 
loose to bring us new information. 
Therefore I should suggest that we 
cultivate more and more the clubs al- 
ready organized in our colleges,

We sped along the banks of the tragic 
amd historic Marne to where Chateau- 
Thierry, a ragged wreck of war 
| @ decade ago, has quite rebuilt ‘t- 
‘gel. Six miles out of the town, 
areuhad the base of the hill that 
bears Belleau Woods, graceful! 


is the town of Chambrey, where they have 
set up a fountain for man and beast, with 
an inscription which reads, “He is not fit 
to live who is afraid to die.” Thus does 
the brave spirit of the Roosevelts call oth- 
ers to a@ courageous acceptance of their 
losses. 

On past Rheims, where the noblest of 
cathedrals stood battle-scarred but un- 
bowed. Its wounds were in the process of 
being healed through the bounty of an 
American philanthropist who was paving 
the Bills while sculptors and architects lent 
love to their jabors that this masterpiece 
of past ages might go unblemished to the 
future, and where sturdy Joan of Arc, who 
had here crowned a king, stood guard out 
front on her chiseled charger. 


Then to Verdun, where four square miles 
of battlefields have drunk more human 
blood than any other area ten times its 
size since the world began. Here are roll- 
ing hills around Vaux and Douaumont, 
much like those of Virginia, across the 
river from Washington. They used to be 
covered with trees, but they are barren now. 
Captured and recaptured were these forts 
—Douaumont 16 ttmes. One stands there 
om the crest of a ridge, from which can be 
seen the area where 400,000 Frenchmen went 
forth to die, and in doing so took with 
them 600,000 Germans. In this area. buried 
by the merciless churn of shells, still rest 
the fragments of that which once went to 
make up what they Were. The Trench cf 
Bayonets stands on yender hill—most dra- 
matic of war monuments. And who could 
harbor petty persona! grief, I thought, in 
the presence of a tragedy so colossal! 


Each of the 5,000 Gold Star Mothers who 
go to France this summer will make some 
such trip. as this out of Paris. They will 
travel in groups of 20 or so in comfortable 
buses, the parties being made up in ac- 
cordance with the locations of the graves 
they are to visit. 


There are eight of these cemeteries alto- 
gether. There is the Aisne-Marne at Bel- 
leau Woods, and the Oise-Aisne, which I 
have described. Then there is the Meuse- 
Argonne, biggest of them all, at Romagne, 
to which I was bound. The St. Mihiel 
cemetery is in this same general direction, 
70 miles from Paris and 30 from Metz and 


Nancy, over close to Germany. The Somme 
cemetery, with 1,800 graves, is near St. 
Quentin, farther west. Suresnes, the Ar- 


lington of France, is just outside of Paris. 
Fianders Field American cemetery, with 368 
graves, is in Belgium, while 437 Americans 
are buried at Brookwood, near London.

follows ‘the trai) the 42d Division made 


as it fought its part of the battle of the 
Argonne—a trail marked as though by the 
wrath of a destructive God. When I was 
there rusty barbed wire still spread its 
tarigle across open fields. Snakelike scars 
that had once been trenches, now filled in, 
wound their way like wrinkles of hard ex- 
perience across the face of nature. The 
forbidding bulk of a juggernaut tank still 
lay in a ditch where it had reached its 
farthest north. Here broken, dead trunks 
of trees, areas of upturned, chalk-white 
soil, vegetable growth less than a decade 
old, marked a region that had known in- 
tense bombardment. Yonder was an un- 
scarred area where the fighting must have 
been light. Argonne Forest itself appeared 
such a tangle that one wondered how it 
could have become a battlefield. 


The town of Montfaucon, near which my 
boy was killed, is to be preserved forever 
bv the French as the Germans left it—a 
ruined church, fragmentary walis of the 
houses of the people. shell-pitted streets. 
On the contrary, Romagne, a little further 
on, has been rebuilt by the government 
and is as shining and new and glittering in 
paint as an architect's model of a planned 
out town. 

It was gray in the twilight as we drove 
through Romagne and six miles out the 
wide road to the Meuse-Argonne American 
cemetery, the biggest of them all, which 
was the end of my journey. Darkness had 
quite enveloped it by the time we reached 
its Hostess House. 

We stood on the steps and looked out 
over the lily pond and parklike landscape 
.to the eight plots of graves, in each of 
which nearly 2.000 men lay sleeping. my 
boy among them. “Why should they be 
there?” I sobbed, while the little French 
wife of Superintendent Walter Shield, serv- 
ice man of Richmond, Va.. led me away to 
my room. 


This French woman, unquestioning in her 
religious faith, came to my bed that night 
and praved with me that peace might come. 
But I did not sleep. Through all the dark 
hours I lay wide-eyed, and lived over year 
by year the incidents that had been a part 
of my life with my boy. I seemed so much 
nearer to him here than beyond the in- 
finite ocean. I lived again the moment 
when I had first been told that I was the 
mother of a son. I played with that son 
when he received, one Christmas, his first 
company of tin soldiers. I saw him again 
with his first sweetheart. I once more 
kissed him good-by when he went away to 
war.

Toward dawn I sat by the long French 
windows that looked out upon the white 


blankets of crosses that made up these 
byrial plots. Each boy who lay here, I 
thought, had a mother. Each mother sor- 


rowed no less for her son than did I. Yet 
all these years I had thought only of my 
own loss. All the time there had stood 
here, in this one graveyard, 14,000 crosses, 
each of which had represented the same 
bereavement to some sad mother. Mine 
was not a solitary martyrdom, only an ele- 
ment in a many times larger community of 
grief. 

How still it was, here in the great ceme- 
tery in the hills of France. None of the 
usual sounds of coming day reached this 
far. Day came slowly, glowing like a rose, 
out of the east. As it unfolded, the crosses 
on these many graves began to separate 
themselves from the mass and to assume 
individual identities. Out of it all there 
rose the sound of distant music, only the 
swells of which could be heard, as the beat 
of waves on a distant beach. It seemed 
supernatural to me that this music should 
come out of the very stillness. I later 
learned that it was from an organ in a 
church miles away. Before I saw the sun 
appear, its slanting rays tipped this field 
of crosses with gold. and it seemed to me 
that they were so many Easter lilies and 
that they moved back and forth in the gen- 
tle breeze. 

While 1 watched a car stopped at the 
gate and a tall yvoung man whom I knew 
to be an American came up the walk, 
stopped at the edge of the crosses, stood 
immobile and jooked out upon them. I 
dressed and went out and stood beside him. 

“Why are they there?’ J asked. 

“Because.” he said, ““it was their good 
fortune. Instead of coming to their ends 
prosaically, exhausted by disease or age, it 
was given to them to die gloriousiy at 
their high moment of life. ennobled hy 
their service, exalted by their heroism, 
thrilled by their great adventure. How 
much better it is than conventionally, as 
the multitudes go!” 

We walked down to my boy's grave, trim 
and serene among its fellows. It seemed 
that the angel of peace must alwavs hover 
near. There was no place here for bitter- 
ness and resentment. My mind went back 
to the tears in a general's eyes, to the ap- 
preciation of a Frenchman who waited on 
table, to my country’s loving care of the 
graves of its dead, to the fortitude of the 
Roosevelts, to the insignificance of one 
smal) grief in the presence of Verdun, to 
the community of grief with the mothers 
of all these sons, to the prayers of my 
hostess. to the philosophy of this 
boy by my side.

My boy is only one of the more 
than 300.000 who lie buried over- 
seas. I wish that the mother of 
each of them might make the 
trip to her son's grave. as I did. 
It would help bring them the 
peace I have found. 

Both mothers and widows are 
liable to make the trip. But those 
who fought the war were voung 
men, mostly, and unmarried and 
the number of widows. relatively, 

is not great. In addition, those 
| widows who have remarried are 
not eligible. So, it works out, 90 
per cent of those who plan to 
make this pilgrimage are moth- 
ers. 

Nearly 5,000 will go to France 
this summer. Another 3,600 will 
make the trip next vear, or later.

A little further on is the Oise- 
Aisne cemetery, where 6,000 sleep, 
their resting places reverently 
tended.

wrecked plane to mark the spot. 
His relatives have put a slab over 
his grave, and on it are chiseled 
the words, “He has outsoared the 
shadow of our night.” Near hy

rs of our World War dead are 
well along in years. Twelve vears 
after the end of the war their 
average age is 65 vears. For the 
most part they are modest, 
elderly ladies who have traveled 
little or not at all. And, although 
great care is being taken to see 
that they will encounter no dif- 
ficulties on the journey, for many 
of them it is simply too much. 

But the added years could not 
discourage all of them. One Goid

Victory Dance of 
Which They 
Were Forced to Witness.

ARRIED couples on their honey- 
i moon don’t as a rule like to be 
yi bothered with company, so per- 
— ,— haps that is why Dr. Herbert 
Spencer Dickey took his wife where no 
white woman had ever been before. 
Whatever the motive, the fact remains 
that the great medico of South America, 
who was the guest of the University Club 
in Boston a few days ago, took his bride 
on one of the strangest 


honeymoons 


known—-into the dangerous South Ameri-- 


can tropical jungles, feared by native and 
white man alike and filled with the hos- 
tility of Indians who make their secluded 
home there. 

Today that honeymoon of five vears ago 
is an exciting memory of experiences with 
head hunters, death lurking behind every 
tree, suspicious natives and hard baitles 
against perverse elements. 

And it was such a corking good adven- 
ture for both Dr. and Mrs. Dickey, who 
really didn’t mind all the trouble they got 
into, that on March 20 they left together 
for a still more dangerous mission. 

They are going back to South America 
in a renewed attempt to determine the 
exact source of the Orinoco river, the only 
large river in the world whose watershed 
remains unexplored, where they hope to 
Nid archeological remains. Hostile Indians 


and the loss of an outboard canoe motor 
halted two previous attempts. 


With $100 worth of harmonicas. tin 
horns, rattles and other trinkets, Dr.”*and 


Mrs. Dickey hope to make friends with the 
Guaharibo Indians, who, through fear. 
have turned back five white expeditions in 
the last decade and slain several rubber 
hunters. The presence of Mrs. Dickey in 
the party is! hoped to relieve the Indians 
of any thought that the explorers might 


..have an ulterior motive in visiting their 


country. 
Dangefrous Honeymoon. 


The source cf the Orinoco, Dr. Dickey 
said, is probably 10 days’ journey, above 
the hamlet of Esmeralda, in the Parima 
mountains, between Brazil and Venezuela. 
The party, which will consist of only five 
persons, will establish a base camp three 
days’ journey above the hamlet, and Dr. 
Dickey and two other members of the par- 
ty with Indians to carry their supplies will 
make a dash for the river’s source. Wire- 


less apparatus will be set up at the base.

ca practicing medicine, Dr. Dickey made.

Having completed the necessary arrange- 
ments, he went to Panama, where he was 
met by his fiancee, and there they were 
married. 

“From there we began a honeymoon jour- 
ney that was to contain more hardships 
and difficulties than those we had expect- 
ed,” he declared. “It even contained a 
rather unique adventure which, had we 
been able to know of its coming before we 
crossed the Andes, would have been enough 
to cause us to take our wedding journeéy

back some days, but fortunately nobody 
was hurt. Only the natives felt that the 
presence of the American was responsible 
for the railroad disaster. 

The characteristic remark of the natives 
who had had contact with civilization in a 
remote way was ‘“Lopok! They are gringos. 


And there is a woman with trousers!” In 
this fashion the Indians talked about the 
courageous Mrs. Dickey. 


As the expedition penetrated farther and 
farther into the Ecuadorian jungle, each 
tribe told them of rumblings of war be- 
tween. the Jiveros, a group of Indians cut 
off from civilization, who had the unhappy 
faculty of battling continually about 
women. 

“The Jiveros,” explained Dr. Dickey, “in- 
dulged in the ancient practice of woman 
stealing It is custom among them, that 
when a male child is born, the father ped- 
dies around to the various tribes for a fe- 
male child to marry him to. When a satis- 
factory bargain is reached, which includes 
a dowry, the children are married by proxy. 


“At about 11 or 12, they are brought to- 
gether and they live as man and wife. Nat- 
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urally, when the young tribesman grows to 
the age of 20, he loses interest in his forced 
espousal, looks around for a more tempting 
young lady, and when he finds her, simply 
goes out and steals her from the tribe to 
which she belongs. 

“This is a signal for war. So war is con- 
stantly going on between the tribes. When 
the man who Stole the woman is caught 
the Jivero tribe which is successful in 
catching him, decapitate him and consider 
themselves victorious. For the Jiveros are 
head-hunters—dangerous head-hunters, who 
relish their customs and get a great deal 
of pleasure out of possessing the head of 
an enemy. 


“It was their country we were warned 
against entering,” the doctor continued, 
“The natives on the way told us that the 
war was assuming dangerous and more se- 
serious proportions. But we had to go on, 
so we took our chances of getting through 
in safety. 

“Tiresome ana nardy traveling took us 
to the banks of the overflowing Palora river, 
in the very midst of the Jivero country. We 
were so tired that we decided to pitch camp 
for the night and try a crossing in the 
morning 


“Venancio, our witch-doctor and guide, 
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went out into the jungle looking for what- 
ever might be. Shortly he came back in 
great excitement. 


“Get your medicine,” he shouted to me. 
“T have @ patient for you.” 


“I got very little more from him, but I 
followed him and, after scrambling through 
the jungle for a quarter of a mile, we came 
upon a seated Jivero Indian, beside whom 
stood another, painted and decorated with 
feathers. The seated chap had a terribly 
swollen foot, and had bound a pliant vine 
about his ankle. That he was in pain was 
obvious to me the moment I saw him, 
though he didn’t say a word, 


“I examined the swollen foot and found 
the marks of two fangs—a snake bite. I 
lanced the wound and treated it, gave him 
a hypodermic injection in the arm, bound 
up his foot, and began an unsatisfactory 
conversation with him through my witch- 
doctor interpreter. 

“The pain, I was told, was gone. I told 
the fellow that he must come to our camp 
for further treatment, but he wouldn't hear

“I was perfectly willing, but my wife 
would not consent to my going without her. 
The result was that Mrs. Dickey, Venancio 
—the witch doctor-—the Jivero and I set 
out. At night we reached the village after 
a het day's plugging through the jungle,

“A mob of torch lighted Jiveros came 
trooping through the darkness of the dense 
jungle, all shouting and gesticulating ex- 
eitedly, and when they had surrounded us, 
we were led to a thatched hut from which 
a few other structures could be seen. 

“A woman was engaged in grinding yucca 
im a big wooden mortar, but she barely 
glanced up at us as we appeared. Haif a 
dozen children peered out at us from be- 
hind bamboo partitions, but ai sight of us 
they started howling—perhaps in fear.

“That wasn't bad work for a witch doc- 
tor, was it?” laughed Dr. Dickey. “But 
it was a weird situation for my wife and 
me. There we sat. in a palm leaf hut in 
the blackness of the jungle night. About

equatted on their haunches, some with flar- 
ing torches in their hands, others with 
spears and blowguns, their pouches of poi- 
soned darts hanging at their sides.

“I asked Venancio, through whom all 
this information was forced to come, 
whether or not these people held against 
us the fact that we had associated with 


the enemy. He assured me that they did 
not, but that the death of my patient might 


make them ugly. What a pleasant out-

Cochin, China, one of the world’s chief 
rice producing areas, again is changing its 
face. “Once it was a thickly forested area, 
formed by silt washed down from Asia by 
the Mekong and other rivers; but the na- 
tives routed tigers, leopards, panthers, ve- 
nomous snakes and crocodiles, and laid out 
miles of rice fields, studded here and there 
with banana trees and sugar plantations,” 
says a bulletin from the Washington, D. C., 
headquarters of the National Geographic 


- Society. 


“Now the natives are laying {out cotton, 
rubber and coconut plantations. Modern 
agricultural methods are slowly seeping into 
Cochin, China, but the traveler still sees 
the natives aping their ancestors throughout 
the colony. 

Rice Is Everywhere. 


“From a modern boat or luxurious railway 
coach the traveler sees brown-skinned na- 
tives under huge lamp-shadelike hats till- 
ing the soil. Their plows are crooked 
Sticks; their tractors, ungainly water but- 
faloes, One can ride for many miles in 
Cochin, China, and seldom be out of sight 
of rice fields. Indo-China and Burma are 
the world’s greatest rice producing coun- 
tries, and in the former, Cochin, China, 
ranks foremost. 

“Apparently season has nothing to do 
with Cochin, China, rice culture. Here is 
a field being made ready for planting. Next 
to it is a flooded field planted, but rice 
sprouts have not yet penetrated the water's 
surface. In a near-by field young sprouts 
form a sea of green, hiding the lake. And 
within eveshot yellow fields of ripe rice 
appear ready for harvest. 


Villages Hidden. 


“Coohes trudge the roads under heavy 
baskets of rice destined for market. Native 
boats of all sizes and shapes, from small 
matting-covered sampans to huge clumsy 
junks float down the rivers, their bottoms 
filled with the cereal; and in the Cochin, 
China, ports, foreign vessels that have de- 
posited their cargoes of machinery, tex- 
tiles, automobiles, wine and other foreign 
goods are taking on cargoes of rice that 
will grace the tables of many lands. 

“Mile after mile through the countryside 
of Cochin, China, the traveler fails to pass 
a Village. A guide points out one, but it is 
almost hidden by lofty bamboos, poinsettas 
and rhododendrons. Penetrate the wal! ot 
verdure and one comes upon a group of 
flimsy houses on stilts, peopled by women 
in gaudy striped sarongs, wrapped about 
the hips and knotted: naked children and 
halt-clothed men.

Mrs. Dickey enjoyed it immensely. S090 
much so that she is the one that insisted 
on going’ on the hazardous trip to find the 
mouth of the ‘Orinoco. And who knows 
what new dangers they will face there?

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“Capping the southern extremity of Indo- 
China, Cochin, China, is but 60 square 
miles smaller than West Virginia and Dela- 
ware combined. If the rivers continue to 
enlarge the colony as the Mississippi has 
added acreage to Louisiana. Cochin, China, 
wilt match the areas of these states in a 
decade. 


Saigon Is Mecca of Frenchmen. 


“Saigon, now capital and largest seaport 
of Cochin, China, is not the largest city in 
the colony. That honor goes to Cholon, a 
neighboring city, largely populated by Chi- 
nese. But Saigon is, perhaps, as well known 
to mariners and travelers as all Indo-China. 
It was formerly the capital of Indo-China 
and still is a mecca for Frenchmen in the 
Cast, 

“Saigon and Hanoi have been called ‘Bits 
of Paris in the Orient.’ True, imposing gov- 
ernment buildings rise in gardens laid out 
by French landscape arehitects, but Indo- 
China verdure dominates, while the grace- 
ful gabled roofs of oriental buildings form 
real oriental vistas. The streets are straight, 
wide and shaded. They bear French names 
and are traversed by French automobiles, 
but where there is one automobile, there 
are a half dozen rickshaws. Ten thousand 
foreigners wearing Paris fashions are found 
in Saigon, but they rub elbows with lit- 
tle Ammanite women in black, Cambodian 
women in bright sarongs, perspiring, half- 
naked coolies, Chinese’ women in white 
coats and black pajama trousers, and native 
soldiers in blue puttees and khaki uniforms. 
Tonkinese, Malays and Siamese also mip 
gle in the street crowds. 


Native Quarter Truly Oriental. 


“French shops display European products 
on one street, but around the corner, a 
native store caters to the orientals. In the 
cafes the Frenchman finds Paris gaiety, 
but along the many creeks and canals about 
the city, the traveler is lost in a wholly 
oriental atmosphere, where streets are lined 
with flimsy huts, and open-front shops 
where dried fish, strips of fat. baskets of 
eggs and Joaves of bread hang from the 
rafters. Women chewing betelnut — sell 
Oranges and coconuts along the sidewalk. 
The air reeks with the odor of fish emanat- 
ing from the native restaurants. 

“Cochin, China, was a part of the Khmer 
Kingdom from the ninth to the twelfth 
centuries. It was annexed to Annam until 
1867 when it was ooccupied by the French. 
Of the five states of Indo-China. Cochin, 
China, is the only French colony. The oth- 
ers, Annam, Cambodia, Tonkin and Lavsg, 
are protecterates.”

Just 50 years later Governor Edward F. 
Dunne and a party of notables made the 
journey to this hill slope, and there dedi- 
cated the marble and bronze monument 
with appropriate ceremonies. 

At that time it was the first federal mon- 
ument erected at Kenesaw, and at the pres- 
ent writing it is still the only one. Likewise, 
there is but one Confederate memorial—- 
erected in 1902—-on Pine mountain, marking 
the place where Lieutenant General Leoni- 
das Polk was killed by a shell from Captain 
Peter Simonson’s fourth corps battery. 


The casual reader is apt to think that 
the so-called “Battle of Kenesaw” was a 
Single combat of a day’s duration and some- 
how involving the mountain as its location 
so that such an one is quite unprepared for 
the magnitude of the terrain covered by 
the contending armies, and the duration of 
the conflict. The fight at Kenesaw may be 
said to have begun when Johnston withdrew 
from New Hope church and Pickett'’s mill, 
to a new line reaching from Lost mountain 
to Gilgal church ‘“Due West”), over the 
top of Pine mountain and across the W. & 
A. R. R. to a strong right flank at Brush 


mountain. This was the fifth of June. 
1854. Matters stood thus until June i4, 
when Johuston. Hardee and Polk went to 


the top of Pine mountain to see if that sec- 
tion of the line which made a large and 
exposed salient, be withdrawn.

Other assaul' 
were ordered up at the mountain near the 
Burnt Hickory road. not as a mere diver- 
sion, but to break throueh if thev could 
and to prevent a shilt in the Confederate 
line In fact, the entire tedera] line was 


ordered to stand by tor any emergency, and 
to press any advantage, and to this end, 
the electric wires radiated from Signal fill. 

Stanley's division of the fourth corps hap- 
pened to be placed south of the Channett 
house, but not a regiment of that division 
was on the day’s program. 

Hardee's corps faced the federal fourth, 
Cheatham’s division was on the Ieft, then 
to the right, or northward, came Cleburne, 
Bate and Walker. Cheatham’'s line ran for- 
ward on the crest of a hill, making a sert 
of salient angle there, overlooking a branch 
valley of the ubiquitous Nose’s or Noye’s 
creek. For some unknown reason, Cheatham 
had no abattis in front of his works, an ex- 
ceptional circumstance, for at every other 
point on the embattled foothills of Kene- 
saw, there were heavy slashings made by 
felled trees, the labyrinth oT branches point- 
ing toward the [federal lines.

So it was because of the absence of abattis 
on Cheatham’'s front Palmer elected to send 
in at that point the two brigades of Davis’ 
division-—McCook's the Mitchell's, 
which had been selected for the assault. 

Newton's division of the fourth corps con- 
tributed three brigades to the comine con- 
flict--Kimball's, Wagner's and Harker’s. in 
lact, the entire inlantry strength of the 
division.

Another reason for selecting the points of 
assault here was because of the terrain 
that forced a rather wide separation be- 
tween Hardee and Howard. ‘The little creek 
drained a wide valley. and between it and 
Stanley's line was ample room to mass the 
regiments for the assault. without exposing 
thern to Confederate fire. The brigades 
were all formed alike —each in column for- 
mation, one regiment trout—-ten paces iu- 
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terval betwéen regiments, and each col- 
umn 100 yards apart. 

At 8:30 o'clock that beautiful June Mon- 
day morning, the 27th, the formation began, 
We can be sure of McCook’'s brigade loca- 
tion, for the monument is there to tell us, 
A hundred yards south, Mitchell formed. 
A hundred yards northward, Harker ar- 
ranged his regiments, then came Wagner 
and Kimball. A word about some of these 
officers and their men might be of interest. 


A strange fatality had placed two former 
law partners of early pioneer days in Kan- 
sas on the bloody fields of Kenesaw. One 
was Sherman, now busy with his telegranh 
over on Signal hill; the other was Colonel 
Dan McCook, heading the third brigade cf 
Davis’ division, fourteenth corps. 

Harker had been a cadet at West Point 
when Howard was an instructor there, and 
when they both met up again, Howard"tém- 
manded the fourth corps and Harker, a 
colonel, was asked to join his staff. He re- 
fused, preferring command in the field. 
Howard regarded him as the most daring 
and intrepid officer in the entire fourth 
“corps. Some idea of regimental strength 
is derived from Kimball's report which 
states that the assaulting 74th, 88th and 
44th Illinois regiments of his brigade, did 
not number 160 men per regiment! The 
order to advance was given shortly before 
9 o'clock, and the columns, with fixed bay- 
onets, moved forward. McCook had placed 
Dilworth’s 85th Illinois in front as deployed 
skirmishers. Followed then the 125th and 
86th Illinois, the 22nd Indiana and the 52nd 
Ohio. The regimental lines moved forward 
in quick time and with marked precision 
“until they reached the foot of an abrupt 
hill where they encountered a marshy creek 
lined on either side with shrubs and thickly 
matted vines. The command relieved itself 
as rapidly as possible from this confusion, 
and turning its face to the enemy, rushed 
forward across an open field extending to 
within 15 rods of the point of attack; here 
it entered a skirt of light timber, and from 
this point also commenced an ascent of the 
ground. On and up the brave men rushed, 
with their gallant leader at their head, until 
some of them reached the base of the 
enemy’s parapet. Nothing daunted, they 
struggled to scale the works. In their ef- 
forts to do this some were Knocked down 
with stones and clubs hurled at them by 


the enemy. Here the gallant Cplonel Mc- 


Cook fell, mortally wounded, while present 
with and cheering his men on. Shot and 
stoned down, completely exhausted by the 
length and impetuosity of the charge, the 
brave men reformed their lines a few steps 
in the rear and partially under the crest 
of the hill. While this was being done Colo- 
nel O.. F. Harmon, of the 125th Illinois, left 
the command of the regiment to Major Lee. 
and placed himself at the head of the bri- 
gade; but hardly did he enjoy this com- 
mand five minutes. when a musket shot 
from the enemy pierced his heart, and in 
a few moments his remains were borne 
from the field.” 

Thus wrote Lieutenant Colonel James W. 
Langley, of the 125th Illinois. McCook died 
of his wound at his Ohio home July 17. The 
charge was a failure: it was over in 20 
minutes, and 410 dead and wounded of the 
brigade lay upon the hillside. 

Much of the same thing happened to the 
other four brigades. Harker led his troops 


Sunday Health Talks 


AVING asserted here repeatedly 
and arbitrarily that we have no 
ground for the belief that there is 
such a mishap as a sudden loss or 


lowering of immunity—call it “resistance”, 


if you prefer—against all diseases or any 
particular group or type of disease, say 
respiratory infections, it devolves upon me 
to account for the generally accepted view 


of the medical profession that alcoholism 
predisposes the drinker to pneumonia. Cer- 
tainly physicians universally regard alco- 
holism in that light; as Saint William says 
in the doctor's bible: “Alcoholism is per- 
haps the most potent predisposing factor. 
Robust, healthy men are, however, often at- 
tacked.” Let no defender of personal liberty 
deduce from Osler that things equal to 
the same thing are equal to each other. 


Now, then, to get along with our hedg- 
ing, we must bear in mind that this medi- 
cal view, as well as Sir William's precept, 
originated long before the discovery of vi- 
tamins; and we know now that the supply 
of vitamins, particularly Vitamin A, has 
something to do with the individual's im- 
munity or lack of immunity to pneumonia. 
To my mind it is conceiyable that the in- 
dividual who uses alcoholic beverages 
habitually may fail to obtain the essential 
vitamin ration or, if he gets an adequate 
vitamin ration then his alcobolic intake 
may render his body less capable of storing 
che vitamins. This, of course, is merely my 
eoniecture. If there is anv scientific ex- 


on horseback, and, while arranging a sece 
ond assault from the abattis, was killed, 
Wagner and Kimball reached Cleburne’s 
works, but could not enter them. Mitchell, 
on the extreme right, fared no better. 


But the troops of McCook’s and Mitchell's 
brigades did not abandon the hill. They 
threw up a light covering line immediately, 
and that night strengthened it to adequate 
defense proportions. This advanced line, 
from 25 to 60 yards distant from Cheatham, 
was held until July 3, when Johnston with- 
drew his troops to the river. 

One celebrated episode of the battle now 
took place. Kimball's brigade, as has been 
stated, struck Cleburne’s troops north of 
where Cheatham was posted. One hundred 
and ninety-four of Kimball's men lay dead 
or wounded on the ground, most of ae 
were between the abattis and Cleburne’ 
works. An eye-witness, Irving A. Buck, one 
of Cleburne’s staff officers, describes the 


tincident as follows: 


“After the repulse of the second desperate 
assault the dry leaves and undergrowth 1n 
the forest before Cleburne's intrenchments 
were set on fire by the shells and gun wad- 
ding, and began burning rapidly around the 
federal wounded—exposing them to a hor- 
rible death. This danger was observed by 
the Confederates, who were, ordered 1in- 
stantly to cease firing, and Lieutenant Colo- 
nel W. H. Martin, first Arkansas regiment, 
of Cleburne’s division, called to the federals 
that, as an act of humanity, his men would 


suspend further battle until the assailants - 


could carry off their wounded, who were 
liable to be burned alive. This offer was 
accepted, and in this work of mercy the 
federals were joined by the Confederates, 
who leaped their head logs and aided in 
rescuing the enemy’s wounded from the 
awful fate threatening them—an _ occur- 
rence perhaps unparalleled in the annals 
of war. This unofficia] truce, be it said to 
the credit of botn sides, was rigidly re- 
spected, and during its continuance no pris- 
oners were taken. When all the wounded 
were removed the combat was renewed by 
the two sides with the most determined 
zeal.” Kimball’s report substantially bears 
this out. Buck says that Cleburne’s !oss 
was only 11! 


The incident of the “Truce at Kenesaw” 
is one’of the legends of the conflict, the 
word being used in the sense of glorifica- 
tion. A well-known picture has been made 
of the event, and only recently the inci- 
dent and the picture were recalled in one 
of the bronze bas reliefs on the Joseph E. 
Brown monument on the lawn of the state 
capitol. 


Another legend, not so officially substan- 
tiated, is that of the tunnel. The visitor 
to the monument will probably see the semi- 
circular aperture bordered by a marble arch 
on the hillside, before he will the bronze 
group on the memorial. The story is prob- 
ably correct enough, but not a line about 
it occurs in the reports of the five regi- 
ments of McCook's brigade. Nor does Lang- 
ley mention it, reporting for the brigade, 
and Davis, the division commander, who 
writes glowingly of the brigade's achieve- 
ments, gives no hint of it! The 
doubtless survived in the recollections of a 
few men who crouched behind the low 
earth piles, dodging Confederate sharp- 
shooters. They likely decided to break the 


perimental evidence of the effect of mod- 
erate indulgence in alcohol upon the utili- 
zation and storage of vitamins in the body, 
I am unaware of it. 

Creeping around the other end of the 
hedge, I call to your attention, students, 
that the belief that alcoholism predisposes 
to pneumonia is empirical: Doctors noticed 


. that a great many pneumonia patients had 


a history of alcoholism. and concluded that 
the alcoholism must have had something 
to do with the pneumonia; especially as 
many pneumonia patients were “robust; 
healthy men.” Now, while I feel sure al- 
coholism or even moderate indulgence in 
any alcoholic beverage does handicap the 
individual who is unlucky enough to come 
down with the Captain of the men of Death 
on his chest, I hold that this does not im- 
ply any lowering or loss of “resistance” or 
immunity. Rather it means the drinker has 
never developed adequate “resistance” or 
immunity. That accounts for his attack of 
pneumonia, His notoriously desperate plight, 
compared with the outlook for the sober 
pneumonia patient, is due partly to the vic- 
tim’s deficient immunity and partly to the 
impairment of the resiliency of the heart 
by alcohol. For mechanical failure of the 
heart is the direct cause of death in many 
cases of pneumonia. 


If we turn to statistics there is little to 
indicate that drinkers are more subject 
to pneumonia than non-drinkers: so, as it 
seems to mé, we doctors have been unduly 
impressed by the way in which the heavy 
drinker take" it lving down.

tedium of a six-day sojourn under deadly 
fire, by tunneling the hill for the purpose 
of blowing up what they could not carry 
by assault. Not that they knew they had 
only six days; they had been facing the 
Kenesaw lines for three weeks, and might 
be there three weeks longer. 


So, according to the story, a young Illinois 
lad of 18 years, volunteered to measure the 
distance, by creeping up the hill in the dark 
with a ball of string, unwinding it as he 
went, purposing to break it when the en- 
emy’s line was reached. Here the boy and 
what was left of the ball of string drops 
out of the story—no further mention of him 
is to be had, but the cord was drawn back 
and tunneling was commenced. It had not 
progressed sufficiently to be used, when 
Johnston, early July 3, abandoned the posi- 
tion. 

Adjacent to the big memorial are three 
small markers, besides the one at the tun- 
nel entrance. At the-right front, near the 
road, a little stone is inscribed: 

“Here Fell Capt. S. M. Neighbour, 

Co. D, 52nd O. V. I. of Newcomerstown, 

Ohio. Mortally Wounded in the Assault 

of June 27, 1864.” 


At the right rear, another stone says: 


“Capt. W. W. Fellows, Inspector Gen’l 
3d Brigade, 2nd Division, 14th A. C.” 


Fellows was killed right at the breast- 
works, if this marker is correctly placed, 
North of the memorial, two or three hun- 
dred feet, and in front of an angle of 
breastworks, is this marker: 
“C. H. Coffey— 
“First Sergeant Commanding Co. I, 
22nd Ind. Vol. Inf. Mortally wounded 
at this place June 27th. Died June 29th, 
1864, and Buried Here. Afterward 
Buried in Marietta National Cemetery.” 


Now stand on the monument steps and 
look down the hill to the wide valley cf 
the Noyes creek branch. If your eyes are 
good and the shrubbery has not encroached, 
you can see a small white stone where the 
opposite hill begins to rise. The stone is 


inscribed: 
“This marks the Starting Point of 
Col. Dan McCook’s 3d Brigade, 2nd 


Division, 14th Army Corps, in the As- 
sault on the Confederate Works to the 
East, on the morning of Juné 27th, 
1864.” 


This view down the hill is one of the most 
convincing battlefield areas anywhere in 
Georgia. All the reports describe this hill 
accurately—all tell the same story of the 
mad rush forward, the vine-tangled stream 
(and this is its status, today) and up the 
rocky slope and through -the fringe of tim- 
ber, a part of which still survives to the 
north and south of the memorial. . Seven 
miles westward, rises the blue dome of Lost 
mountain; three miles northward, the twin 
peaks of Kenesaw. 

The inscriptions on the memorial are as 
follows: 

Front or west die, 


“ILLINOIS 
Dedicated June 27, 
East Die. 


“Erected to the Memory of the Illinois 
Soldiers who Died on the Battlefield of 
Kenesaw Mountain, Georgia, June 27th, 


1914”

The old idea of “resistance” implied some’ 
vague protection against all sorts of illness, 
and as that idea is no longer tenable in the 
light of scientific knowledge, what little 
we have, doctors or health authorities who 
think what they say no longer speak ot 
this or that “lowering resistance.’ The term 
now used in place of “resistance” is immu- 
nity We Know a little about immunity; 
nobody knows anything about ‘resistance.’ 
fmmunity, so far as we know, is always 
specific, that is effective against but one 
gisease or one strain of disease germs. So 
we are talking about the effect of smoking 
on immunity, and not about anything vague 
or indefinite. The point of this preamble 
iS that anybody may utter bromidioms 
about “lowered resistance” as carelessly as 
he might comment on the state of the 
weather; but one doesn’t handle immunity 
quite so thoughtlessly as that, because im- 
munity is a fact which does not adapt itself 
to every purpose. 


So it comes to this: 


In these days of promotion by propaganda 
one with moronic mind might assume that 
ndulgence in a smoke is the best way to 
keep off epidemics, sustain the wecessary

Being an Illinois monument, only DTlinois 
troops are mentioned above. The 22nd In- 
diana and the 52nd Ohio were brigaded 
with them, however, and are given mention 
on the Coffey and Neighbour markers. 


Illinois purchased all of the land—lot 116 
and the eastern half of 107, in 1900. It has 
since been turned over to the custody of 
the United States government, if reports 
are correct. This insures the permanent 
preservation of that magnificent line of 
breastworks occupied and held by the gale 
lant troops of Cheatham’s and Cleburne’s 
divisions of Hardee’s corps. 

Following is an auto log, directing the 
visitor to the place: Leave Marietta at the 
southwest corner of the public square. GO 
west, starting with the speedometer trip- 
per at 00. You are now on Whitlock avee 
nue, or the Dallas road. Cross railroad. 
1.8—Keep straight on, avoiding road to 
right. 3.1—Turn sharply to left after passe 
ing through cut, and before reaching house 
on left. 3.3—Turn over bridge to left, and 
up the hill to yard of Channel house. Park 
your car near barn. You are now betvren 
the opposing lines as they were in 1864, 
Walk out through the orchard on field road 
—passing a front line of federal breast- 
works on right. You traverse the area 
where Kimball, Wagner and Harker ase 
saulted. At 3.9 the monument is reached. 


The occupant of the house is Mr. Lawe 
rence M. Channell. This house was not 
there in 1864.

supply of nerve energy or vitality to mect 
the heavy demands of fast life, Lrese:ve 
one’s equanimity in all quandaries and 
assure outstanding success in one’s career, 

Many good physicians advise even expect- 
ant mothers that smoking is not injurious, 
One opinion is as good as another about 
such a question. If the expectant mother 
indulges occasionally, there may be no ob- 
jection; but if she feels a craving for a 
smoke every day or several times a day, I 
believe it is likely to be injurious to her 
own health and to the health of the child. 
For that matter I believe any tobacco user 
who can get along comfortably for 24 hours 
in each week without indulgence is unlikely 
to suffer any serious harm from the habit, 

There is no evidence at all available, as 
yet, regarding the influence, if any, of 
smoking upon immunity. Tuberculosis spe- 
Cialists usually advise against smoking, but 
often permit patients to indulge moderately, 
In my opinion, which has no more and no 
less weight than that of your own doctor, 
anything more than temperate use of toe 
bacco tends to prevent the individual from 
developing the highest possible immunity 
against, say, pneumonia. I think tobacco 
behaves much the same as alcohol does 
in that respect—hinders natural acquire- 


ment of immunity. Thus, where the indle- 
vidual might naturally have a tour-plus 
immunity against pneumonia, his indule- 


gence in alcoho] or tobacco limits him to 
one plus or two-plus immunity. But rememe 
ber, all this is merely my theory.

421 The Duke of Burgundy made a 
departure from the north as a re- 
sult of the news of King Louis’ movements, 
and made his headquarters at Peronne, 
whence he could watch his cousin, the 
enemy. 

Now while Louis XI would never shirk 
a fight when no alternative offered, or 
when the issue was beyond doubt, yet in 
the astuteness and caution of his nature 
there was a reluctance to set his fortunes 
on the hazard of battle if the odds were 
too closely balanced or if his ends might 
be attained by any other means. Accord- 
ingly, he asked for a parley. 

In his own hand, Charles wrote a letter ot 
safe-conduct, wherein he promised that 


King Louis might come, sojourn, and return, 


in surety. Content with this, Louis went 
boldly into the lion’s den. On Sunday, 
October 9, the shabby little king rode itno 
Peronne. 

The present is no history of the long duel 
between France and Burgundy, or even of 
this passage in it. But a little must be 
said to reveal the: part—obscured by his- 
torians as irrelevant—which was played by 
Count Anthony, of Guelders, to save the 
honor of the Duke of Burgundy when it 
stood in direct. peril. 

In spinning a web for the sttensiement: 
of Charles, Louis had not lost sight of 
Liege, its grievances for what already it had 
suffered and its fears for what might yet 
be to come from the resented protection 
which Burgundy had imposed upon it. The 
king’s agents had been very active there, 
representing their royal master as the de- 
voted friend of the Liegevis. Placing their 
trust in these roval protestations, the 
Liegeois had gone about their preparations 
for insurrection at the opportune moment 
when the Duke of Burgundy should be en- 
gaged elsewhere. King Louis realized the 
great value to himself of so formidable an 
ally in the duke’s rear when he himself 
should be engaging the duke’s front. 

Then came Louis’ decision to negotiate. 
He dispatched a messenger to Liege on the 
eve of setting out to parley with the duke. 
But the messenger arrived too late. The 
Liegeois were already under arms, and, on 
the Sunday that Louis rode into the Bur- 


gundian quarters, 2,000 of them marched , 


on Tongres to seizé the person of the 
Prince-Bishop Louis de Bourbon. 

Within half an hour of his entering Pe- 
rornne, Louis’ confidence in his safe con- 
duct had been abated by witnessing the ad- 
vent there of the Marshal of Burgundy, 
Thibault de Neufchatel. With him were 
gentlemen of France, who had fled beyond 
the reach of Louis’ rancor, and who in this 
hour brought their swords to the Duke of 
Burgundy that thus they might satisfy the 
now mutual hatred and mistrust. 

There was Antoine du Lau, the Seneschal 
of Guienne, whom the king had imprisoned 
in the fortress of Usson while an iron cage 
was building for him, in which, unable 
either to stand or lie, and deprived of every 
ray of light, he should linger out a tor- 
tured remnant of his days. Du Lau had 
escaped, with the connivance of his keep- 
ers, who had paid terribly for his evasion. 
At Dijon he had found shelter and service 
with the Duke of Burgundy. 

There was Poncet de la Riviere, who had 
been removed from his command in the 
royal army, after rendering stout service 
at Montlhery. La Riviere had departed 
France on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, 
from which he had been careful not to re- 
turn until now, in arms and bearings on 
his surcoat the cross of. Saint Andrew, the 
badge of Burgundian service. 

Most ominous of all, because of the dread- 
ful. precedent it established against King 
Lewis, there was Philippe de Bresse, with 
his brothers, the Ccunt of Romont and the 
Bishop of Geneva, all three Princes of 
Savoy. De Bresse had once gone as a media- 
tor to Louis XI under the guaranty of a 
safe conduct from the king, in despite and 
dishonor of which the king had flung him 
into the Castle of Loches. 

And there were others, a round dozen of 
them, whom the king recognized as fugi- 
tives from his anger and declared enemies 
of his person.

King Louis’ incitement of them was not to 
be doubted. Indeed, there was proof of it. 


Consternation and resentment. spread 
within the castle and town of Peronne. The 
duke swore that the King of France had 
come thither to abuse him. It did not help 
him that he could not perceive precisely 
how the king was to achieve this object.

In this way he restrained Charles from 
any immediate measures of reprisal such 
as he might certainly have taken had he 
been left to the counsels of his rage. 


But on the morrow the battle had to 
be fought all over again. Early in the 
morning the duke summoned a council of 
his nobles and officers, including those who 


once had been subjects of the King of 
France, and who were come to offer their 
swords to Burgundy. That council lasted 
all day and well into the night, for the 


arguments were long and fierce. 


Four voices prevailed in that council. 
First, that which urged that the safe con- 
duct protected the king and made it im- 
possible to move in any way against his 
person, Second, that which urged that he 
be imprisoned and made to answer for the 
sedition he had stirred up in Liege and 
the blood that had been shed there as a 
consequence. ‘Third, that which advised 
that he be deposed and his brother, the 
Duke of Normandy, invited to come and 
discuss the terms of peace with France. 
And lastly, the fierce, insistent voice which 
demanded blood for blood. This was the 
voice of those who had gone in personal 
fear of him for years and saw no truce to 
their fears while he continued alive. It was 
not easy to silence these last, comparatively 
few though they might be.

She couk not bear to see her partners 
throw away tricks by bad play, make un- 
sound bids, doubles with weak hands, passes 
with, strong hands, incorrect leads and the 
myriad of other mistakes made by indif- 
ferent players. During an afternoon or 
evening of play, each succeeding error would 
irritate her more, until finally she would 
be upset by such things as holding a poor 
hand or meeting bad luck in the play of 
the cards. When that stage was reached, 
she could no longer think clearly to make 
correct bids and plays herself, and her own 
lapses pained most of all. Each slip would 
beget others as she failed to crowd the last 
one out of her memory. When a session 
ended, she was weak from the strain. 

“Have you ever tried the experiment of 
playing a kind of a littl game with your- 
self,” asked the bridge man, “trying to see 
how many negative things you could observe 
in @ session without letting them annoy 
you?” 

“[ don't know just what you mean,” she 
said 

“Well,” he responded, “I was a good deal 
like you some years ago, but I managed to 
sure myself, thanks to a friend's suggestion 
which I followed. When I began play I had 
my mind made up to keep score on my irri- 
tation or lack of it. Whenever anything 
came up which previously would have irri- 
tated me I made a little check mark on the 
score pad if I succeeded in passing it over 
without getting upset. Every poor hand I 
held, every tough break in the play, every 
bad play or bid by my partner was worth 
one little check mark in my special score if 
I didn't let it bother me. I planned to 


make an X mark against myself each time 
I allowed myself to be annoyed.” 


He paused to smile. “The funny part,” 
he added, “is that from the moment [ tried 
that out, I never had to put down any X 
marks at all. I was determined to win my 
queer little game with myself, and [ did, 
the very first time. After I had started out

A Law a Week. 


A Slip of the Tongue in Bidding—A play- 
er who inadvertently says “No bid” when 
meaning “No trump,” or vice versa; or who 
inadvertently names one suit when mean- 
ing to name another, may correct his mis- 


take before the next player declares. A 
change in the number of tricks bid (except 
to make a bid sufficient), or from pass to 
any bid, may not be made. By “inadver- 
tently” is meant a slip of the tongue, not 
a change of mind, Except as provided, a 
player may not change his declaration, and 
if he should attempt to do so, the second 
bid is void and may he penalized as a bid 
out of turn.

of two hearts on this dealer's hand would 
simply be a bid for game, and partner 
Should pass it unless his hand be such that 
Slam appears probable. That is patently 
not the case here. so North should pass 
if South bids two hearts. 


In all partial score situations, if either 
player bids for one more than the number 
of tricks necessary to make game, the bid 
carries slam implications, and partner 
should make some bid of his own if he 
has any kind of “slam material’’—aces or 
void suits, which give the side protection 
against an original lead of the suit. When 
the original bid, however, is two or three 
more than the number of tricks necessary 
to make game, it is not necessarily a slam 
signal at all, and partner should be care- 
ful as to how he interprets the bid. It 


may be made high for pre-emptive reasons, 
to shut out defensive bidding by the op- 


ponents; the original hand may be power~ 
ful in the suit bid but worthless in other 
suits. The partner of a player making such 
a bid should not go out for slam unless 
the two members of the side understand 
each other’s methods thoroughly in these 
cases,-or unless his own hand contains ob« 
vious slam possibilities opposite a 
pre-emptive bid. 

Some users of the Vanderbilt system 
would be tempted to bid the conventional 
one club on that South hand to show at 
least three quick tricks, but this is not 
counseled by most followers of the method 
when the hand is a two-suiter, for if it 
becomes desirable to show the second suit 
that could not be done until the third 
round. 

Only a very few players would bid one 
heart with that hand for fear that partner 
with the slight amount needed for the extra 
trick to make game, might pass a one bid,

When there has been no other bidding, 
the lead of an ace against no trump shows 
a practically set-up suit and is an impera- 
tive demand for partner to play his high- 
est card, so that he will “get out of the 


way” and avoid blocking the run of the 
suit. The Jead of the ace is correct from 
hands A B or C. In the case of A, a re-« 
liable partner must play the ten if he has 
it, in B the queen, in C the jack; his fail- 
ure to do so will tell the leader that he 
does not hold it. With B, that would cause 
the original leader's second lead to be the 
jack, because otherwise he would increase 
the risk of never getting back in his hand 
to rum the other good clubs, 

D is a different proposition; here the 
missing card is the king which he tops witi 
only one card. Leader would be better off 
to start with the usual honor combination 
lead of the queen, or otherwise he is un- 
likely to have a chance to run the rest of 
his suit. However, if he should lead the 
ace, his partner must play the king. 

The ace is the correct lead from E, which 
comtains a side re-entry; the leader can af- 
ford to lose the second trick to declarer if 
his partner has not the king. 


The one point emphasized by all of these 
hands is that: the ace should not be led 
against no trump, when there has been 
no other bidding, unless the leader wants 
his partner to plav his highest card, no 
matter what it be. And the partner has 
no option; he must play his highest.

Joseph Gollomb Tells How Famous 


Detective Force, Through 15-Year-Old 


Boy With an Appetite for Ice Cream, 
Trapped Deadly Racketeers That Preyed 
on Their Own Gunmen.

ami N COMMON with New York and 
HGHTI the other big cities throughout the 
| country, Chicago has had to con- 
tend with organized bands of rob- 
bers, kidnapers and murderers. One such 
band was operating on the South Side of 
Chicago in 1919. The gang was having a 
successful career of it there when, on No- 
vember 26, they enacted one of their char- 
acteristic exploits. 

On that day a poolroom on West Sixty- 
third street was full of young men and 
youths, playing pool, shooting craps, sitting 
in at card games and drinking. The yellow- 
lit room was thick with acrid tobacco 
smoke, and noisy players with voices.

Just one revolver shot spoke. Kurbelanzo 
lurched to a pool table and grasped it with 
his hands. But there was no strength left 
in legs or hands, and he fell to the floor, 
moved about a little, then lay still in a way 
that said something unmistakable to the 
others.

-With the same dispatch and neatness 
of execution that spoke so eloquently of long 
practice and skill a bandit slapped at every 
pocket, outside and hidden. Then deft fin- 
gers dug into every pocket that had any- 
thing in it, and, turning it inside out, 
emptied the contents into one or the other 
of the two gunny sacks.

In the end, this woman. who 
hed amassed a small fortune as an arbiter 
of styles among the fashionables of Mex- 
ico City. was a wreck of her former self, 
miserable and destitute, compelled to asso- 
ciate with the lowest of criminals as the 
self-appointed executioner of her sweet- 
heart. 

Bernice Rush was not only the prey of 
a faithless lover but, according to her, she 
was also the victim of the lecherous ad- 
vances of a jail warden. é 


“J have had enough of men,” she says 


bitterly. And then, dramatically, “I have 
a wound in my heart that will never 
heal.” 

Though she posed as a Frenchwoman 


for business reasons, Miss Rush was really 
a native of Louisville, Ky. 

She first visited Mexico with an older 
sister in September, 1910, during the coun- 
tryv’s independence celebration. Mexico City 
was in gala attire at the time, all color 
and lights, and the girl Bernice fell in love 
with the city and the people. Moreover, 
she saw the possibilities of a women’s wear 
shop that would cater to the free-spending 
ladies of the upper classes. 


Six years later she settled permanently 
in Mexico City, establishing a dress busi- 
ness in her own home there. She pros- 
pered from the start and before long opened 
a little shop near the center of town. This 
in time was superseded by a larger estab- 
lishment on the Avenida Francisco Madero, 
the principal shopping street, where she 
sold women’s and children’s wearing ap- 
parel which she herself had purchased in 
periodic trips to New York and Paris. 
Wealthiest Families Among Her Customers. 

Bernice Rush, in those years a very at- 
tractive and vivacious young woman, came 
to have the reputation of dressing women 
as no other person in Mexico could. She 
numbered among her customers the wealth- 
iest families in Mexico. Her shop seemed 
to. fill a long-felt want in the Mexican capi- 


tal. No other American woman had ever 
before attempted such a business career 
in Mexico. 


She was exceedingly well off, possessed 
a prosperous business, had lots of friends, 
and was living a more or Jess self-sulficient 
life. 

So we come to April, 1927; when she met 
Benavente. 

The date of the meeting was April 16, 
1927—a Sunday. Miss Rush, as was her 
custom on Sundays, had gone for a little 


trip in her car with only her maid for 
companion. 
On the lovely Puebla road, some miles 


from th» citv, she stopped to help a tellow 
motorist. who needed tire patches to repair 
a puncture, and while her car was stand- 
ing at the roadside another car. driven by 
a handsome young Spaniard, drew up and 
stopped. 

“May we assist you, madam?” the driver 
inguired. 


“No, thank you.’ she replied. “It was 
these other gentlemen here who needed 
help.” 


The. driver and his companions remained 
on the scene, and Miss Rush drove off. 
Approaching the city, however. she stopped 
to admire the view in the gathering dusk 
and in a few minutes the Spaniard again 
drew to a stop beside her car and asked 
if she was having anv trouble. He was 
most courteous about it and when she again 
assured him that there was nothing the 
matter he smiled and made a joke about 
the matter of stopping to assist her, 


“He was very gallant.” says Miss Rush. 
So, when he asked who she was. she 
told him. His dark eyes lighted up—he 


knew the name, had often seen her adver- 
tisements in the newspapers. He told her 
that he was Genaro Bonavente and intro- 
duced various brothers and a*cousin. Then

would have a fine home and lots of money 
from their two businesses. Perhaps he 
would go to Paris with her during the off- 
season, and they would have a lovely time 
in Europe together. Indeed, she could see 
the most delightful eventualities. It never 
occurred to her that her happiness would 
be shattered. 

So they rode together on the fashionable 
Paseo de la Reforma. dined in the elite 
restaurants, appeared in theatres and other 
public places. It was taken for granted 
in the American colony that Bernice Rush 
had got herself a handsome husband and 
was very much in love with him. Some 
probably thought she was a lucky woman. 


His Lack of Cash Didn't Matter. 


But the Mexicans knew better, at least 
those of them who knew this particular 
young man. In their eyes he was the typi- 
cal fellow who gains a good living by mak- 
ing expert love to women considerably 
older than himself—the kind of man who 
will feed on anything feminine. 


He didn't seem to have much ready cash, 
but what did that matter? She had plenty. 
She spent it on him and their trips and 
parties Nothing was too good for her 
Spaniard. He wore the finest clothes, 
smoked the best cigarettes, drank the rarest 
wines. The money poured out, 


Then one day. after some weeks of this. 
he asked her’ to lend him a thousand pesos 


—$500 in American money. He paid it 
back in a few days. A week or so later he 
asked for another loan, 1,506 pesos. Again 


she gave him the money and again he paid 
it back. 

One can see now that these first two re- 
quests were merely Benavente’s little way

She con- 
sidered this a rather handsome profit and 
gave him the money, taking hic check for 
the 5,000. 

Later, though he had not paid back this 
5.000 pesos, she gave him another 5,000. 

According to Miss Rush, he “got away 
with 22,500 pesos.” It drained her bank 
account, forced her to abandon New York 
and Paris trips, prevented her from restock- 
ing her store, and in the end completely 
wiped her out. He continually put her off, 
promising to have the money in a little 
while. He rebuked her fo: losing faith in 
him and finally—the last straw—left her.

In August, 1125, Bernice Rush was forced 
to close her shop for lack of funds. She 
brought suit against Benavente for the 
money he owed her, but he had transferred 
his accounts to a brother. Moreover, ac- 
cording to him, it was she who had mulcted 
him and not he who had taken her money. 
This counter attack was just so much salt 
in the woman's wounds. 


Matters dragged along. she sank 
,and lower. By March, 1928, she 
tually destitute. 

Late in May, after she had recovered 
from a self-administered dose of poison, 
she had Benavente jailed for fraud, but he 
managed to get out on bail after only a 
few days. The case moved along very slow- 
ly—delays, delays and more delays. Bena- 
vente seemed to have lots of money to 
spend on his new sweetheart, Maria Luisa 
Canales. Sometimes his former 
saw the two of them togethe) 
the Paseo de la Reforma.

On the evening of December 24, 1928, 
Bernice Rush and Genaro Benavente were 
called to Belem court for another of the 
innumerable hearings on her case.

Benavente, calling her the lowest of names. 
struck her in the temple with his fist. 
Bernice Rush opened her purse. 


Benavente started to run. She fired five 
shots. One bullet struck him in the groin 
and he fell, kicking and howling, into a 


fountain. He died soon afterward. 

Bernice Rush would very probably have 
killed the woman, too, if she could have 
hit her, but she was overpowered by per- 
sons who had witnessed the whole incident. 
Her own feeling is that she doesn't know 
what she would have done. She says the 
blows and the insults and the days of 
fasting had combined to make her tempo- 
rarily irresponsible for her acts. 

And how did she happen to have a gun 
in her purse? She said that Benavente 
himself had given her that months before, 
told her always to carry it for protection. 
An ironical touch. 

The news of the killing created a 
siderable stir in the capital. No Ameri- 
can woman had ever before been in such 
a situation. When Miss Rush was sent to 
Belem jail to await trial, crowds of visitors 
flocked there for a view of the American 
woman who had slain her lover. Some of 
her customers, too, came to her assistance, 
with gifts of food and flowers. 

But they could not spare her the loath- 
some touches of General Luciano A. Pe- 
ralta, warden of the jail. 

Bernice Rush does not like to talk about 
this phase of her imprisonment. Suffice it 
to say that it was on her testimony that 
Peralta was compelled to resign in July, 
1929. Apart from his practice of misusing 
the fairer of his female prisoners, he had 
become involved in such other scandals as 
permitting escapes for a price and also 
asking a personal cut out of the jail food 
allowance. 

His successor, Colone] Casimiro Tala- 
mantes, treated the American woman with 
respect and remained her friend until the 
end. 

Eleven months after the shooting Bernice 
Rush went on trial. The presiding judre 
was Ernesto Garza,,the prosecutors Manuel 
Rivera Vasquez and Telesforo Ocampo, Jr., 
and the attorneys for the defense Federico 
Sodi, one of the foremost criminal lawvers 
in Mexico, and Jose Antonio Reyes, a dap- 
per Peruvian. 

The novelty of an American woman on 
trial for murder attracted an immense mob 
to Belem court. Hours before the openine 
of the trial the conurtroom was crowded 
to capacity and the garden and _ strects 
about the prison were one mass of human- 
itv. The press had given the case much 
publicity, and told and retold the tragic 
story of Bernice Rush. 

A Mexican court is not like the courts ol! 
most other countries. There is a freedom 
about it that is lacking in other lands. 


All Eyes Were On the Defendant. 


While press photographers shot the air 
full of magnesium smoke with the repgu- 
larity of an artillery battery, the presidin’ 
judge, the secretaries, the attorneys ‘and 
reporters visited and chatted and smoked 
cigarettes. The nondescript audience. most 
of them women, yawned in the smoke- 
charged atmosphere, 

All eyes were on the defendant who, 
her long confinement, sat in an arm chair 
on the floor of the audience chamber. She 
was now but the ghost of her former ele- 
gant self. 

But if the informality of the court was 
unlike the courts of other countries. the 
arguments of the opposing attorneys were 
much the same as they have always been in 
homicides of this sort. 


Prosecutors Vasquez and Acampo bitterly 
attacked the character of the defendant, 
attempted to show that she was the flame 
that attracted the poor moth, Benavente. 
and pleaded with the jury to put an end 
to the plague of women who kil) men. 
Furthermore, they said that this defendant 
should receive the same strict justice as 
was meted out to Mexicans in her own 
country. 

“We do not ask for the extreme penalty 
in this case,” said Vasquez. “The prosecu- 
tion demands that she be convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced to serve 12 
years in prison. We believe the evidence 
warrants such a verdict. This woman is 
pernicious. Let not the fact that she is a 
woman stand between her and the punish- 
ment of her crime.” 

In the beginning of the trial the whole 
atmosphere of the court seemed against 
Bernice Rush. The young presiding judge 
was avowedly opposed to leniency for wom- 
en who take the law into their own hands, 

The defendant, through an interpreter, 
recited the whole story of her affair with 
Benavente. She shied away from admitting 
that he had been her lover, but did not 
hesitate to state many times that she had 
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passionately loved him. She loved him so 
much that she was willing to give him 
everything she possessed, she said, and then 
he had betrayed her trust by taking her 
money and deserting her. 


“IT wantec to kill myself,” she said, “when 
I saw him riding in the Pasc de la Re- 
forma with another woman, spending my 
money.” 


Then she told of the events before the 
tragedy. She said that for four days she 
had had nothing to eat and that she had 
demanded money from Benavente. He had 
teld her, she said, that he could give her 
nothing, since he was earning but 30 pesos 
a week. She described how Benavente 
had become irritated by her persistence, 
and had begun to insult her when Maria 
Canales appeared. 


“I did not know what I was doing,” she 
said in an almost inaudible voice. “I took 
out the pistol which he himself had given 
me and which never left my possession, 
I was blinded. Everything 


appeared black to me.”

Early next 
morning he was on the trail, and he never 
left it until he had bagged his game. In 
less than a year he had done his work so 
well that on Christmas eve, 1928, she was 
homeless, a wanderer on the 
streets.

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iT HAS been discovered within the 
last few years that water gardens 
may be carried on_ successfully 
without’ the necessity of having 4 
large lily pond located on an immense 
estate. Since that time the joys of water 
gardening have spread like wild fire until 
almost every gardener has a few water 
plants. 

It is truly interesting to see a beautiful 
water lily or a water hyacinth in full bloom 
and growing vigorously in a porch box or 
apparently in the flower garden. A Care- 
ful investigation will show that only a small 
amount of water has been found necessary 
to make these plants'grow and bloom nat- 


urally and beautifully. So it is that hun- 
dreds of lard cans and dishpans have dis- 
appeared from the kitchen not to be seen 
again until the following fall. 


If an attempt is made to have a small 
water garden, the proper amount and con- 
dition of the soil in this plot is of the 
utmost importance. The best soil for wa- 
ter plants is one part of well rotted stable 
manure and three parts of clayey loam. If 
it is impossible to find any well rotted 
stable manure a good substitute for this is 
found in pulverized sheep manure. If the 
pulverized sheep manure about 10 to 20 
per cent is about the proper proportion. 


Three or four inches of water on top of 
this soil is about the right amount for the 
water hyacinths to grow at their best. 
These hardy little plants will continue to 
bloom after they have become established 
throughout the summer and into the fall 
as far as frost. These plants are familiar 
to everybody that has spent any time in 
Florida. There they grow wild and anyone 
found selling them. or rather attempting 
to sell them, would be examined by the 
mental experts. Here. however, they are a 
favorite water plant and have a ready sale. 
The color of this flower is a beautiful shade 
of blue, a sort of rosy lilac. The shade of 
the flower is almost exactly like the well- 
known Dutch hyacinth, and it is from this 
similarity that it gets its name that it is 
commonly called—water hyacinth. The 
scientists, as usual, have a jaw-breaker that 
is not pronouncable, Eichhornia. I refuse 
to try to pronounce, remember or spell this 
word. This plant will grow under the most 
difficult conditions and 
recommended for the beginner, and it is 
alwavs used by the experienced water gar- 
dender. ‘The beginner chooses it since it 
is so easy to grow and the experienced wa- 
ter gardener chooses it for its beauty. 

The hardy water lilies may be grown in 
almost any size container of water. Some 
of the most attractive little water gardens 
in Atlanta are made from barrels. These 
barrels are generally cut half in two, buried 
to the edge of the ground, connected with 
a piece of pipe in order that the water may 
flower from one to the other, The edges 
of the barrels may be covered with a rim 
of odd shaped stones to give it a natural 
appearance. A little water falls may he 
constructed at one end which can be con- 
nected with the regular water supply with 
a minimum of trouble. | 

When water lilies are planted in these 
small ponds the best method to follow in 
planting is a very simple one. Fill the bot- 
tom of the barrel with about one foot of 
good logmy clay soil with which there has 
been mixed a goodly quantity of sheep 
manure. The lily bulbs should be placed 
in this soil, the tops of the bulbs just below 
the surface of the soil. After the lilies have 
been planted, pour about an inch of sand 
or gravel on top of the soil. This sand an- 
swers two purposes. First, this clean white 
sand makes an attractive bottom for the 
water garden against which the water 
plants may be seen to advantage. Second, 
this sand discourages the fish from uproot- 
ing the lily bulbs before they have made 
a good start. Even the small fish enjoy 
rooting around in the mud and will soon 
dig a lily root entirely out of the soil if this 
sand or gravel is not added. 


The time of the year is always important 
in starting a water garden and it is well 
not to start them too soon. Now that the 
weather is good and warm they may be 
started with good success. After the tem- 
perature has reached 80 tor a few days they

may be started for best results. *Through- 
out the month of June they may be planted 
and will have plenty of time to bloom and 
grow well, 


Another plan for the water garden, if 
you happen to be limited in regard to space, 
is that of combining it with the rockery. 
This may be readily done, as the barrel will 
take up only a very small amount of space. 
When our old friend Jack Frost arrives the 
tub may be filled with dirt and bulbs for 
early spring bloom, such as tulips and daf- 
fodils, may be planted there. These bulbs 
will have finished blooming by 
that the water garden should be revived. 
The fish that have been in the barrel may 
be removed to the house for the winter. 


One of the most interesting parts of wa- 
ter gardening is the use of gold fish. These 
have a practical use as well as being beau- 
tiful and interesting. They will keep the 
mosquito larva eaten, which, of course, cuts 
their feed bill down. These little fellows 
are very interesting and also very easy to 
keep. They grow and thrive particularly 
well in these ponds where there are plenty 
of growing plants to keep the water filled 
with exygen. 

If your lily pond is fairly large, at least 
10 to 15 feet mm diameter, it will be pos- 
sible for the gold fish to multiply. This is 
the most interesting part, raising these lit- 
tle .ellows. Their mortality is high and 
it takes most of their time staying away 
from their parents for fear of becoming 
fish food; but it is fot unusual for them 
to reach manhood in a small lily pond. This 
spawning goes on during the early spring, 
from the latter part of March and April 
as a rule. 

The method of laying the eggs and fer- 
tilizing them is most interesting. When 
the time comes for laying the eggs, it will 
be. notiecd that the male fish are chasing 
the female fish about the pool madly. This 
continues until the females have laid their 
eggs. As a general rule this is done dur- 
ing the early morning and is almost always 
finished by noon. 
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as well as outdoor beds.

These should be sprayed with a mixture of mulsoid sul- 
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As the female fish dash around the pool 
driven by the males, it will. be noticed that 
they rub themselves against the plants in 
the pool. 
hyacinths for this purpose. The eggs are 
laid as the females rub against these plants 
and these eggs attach themselves to these 
roots. The eggs seem to be somewhat ad- 
hesive and stick tightly to these plants. 

It is a good plan to remove these water 
hyacinths from the pond, transferring them 
to another smaller one. The eggs will 
hatch within a few days and the little fry 
will need lots of food. Until they are a 
month old they should be kept away from 
the large grown fish or their lives will he 
ended. For the baby fish rice flour for 
the first couple of weeks and then ground 
shrimp or codfish may be added. It must 
be remembered that for the first month 
these little fellows will daily eat their 
weight in food. It is important that this 
artificial food should not be placed in the 
water in such quantities that it will become 


sour. This will quickly kill these little fel- 
lows. 
Another method that is good and one 


that is often used is that of building a lit- 
tle pen for these fry. This pen is generally 
constructed of cheese cloth mounted on & 
wire frame and sunk to the bottom of the 
pool. It will be necessary, of course, for 
this to be placed in a shallow place. The 
water hyacinths are placed in this pen and 
the same method of feeding is followed, 
The third or natural method of raising 
these fish is followed in the cases where 
the pond is rather large and the vegetation 
thick. In this case nothing is done except 
that after the fry have appeared a little 
extra food is placed ir. the pool for them. 
Of course, a great many of the fry are lost 
in this manner, but on the other hand a 
great many more fry than are really neces- 
sary are generally hatched. In fact, if all 
of the eggs were hatched and raised suc- 
cessfully there would be more fish in the 
one lily pond than could be supported in 
the whole Chattahoochee river. After ail 
is said and done, this is the way that fish 
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are raised naturally and there can’t be much 
the matter with that method or we wouldn’$ 
have any fish of any kind. 


Feeding is right important unless there 
is plenty of growing matter in the pond, 
There are numbers of commercial foods that 
are well balanced. Oat meal is sometimes 
used, but this does not supply the animal 
matter. 
if the oat meal is used dried shrimp should 
also be supplied. Be careful that too much 
food is not given the fish. Let them have 
all that they will eat, but do not place it 
in such quantities that it will sour. Don't 
forget to give them some earth worms from 
time to time. Earthworms are just like 
strawberry shortcake to a gold fish. 


We have strayed quite a bit from the 
lilies that we intended to discuss, but the 
fish and lilies go so hand in hand that it 
is hard to talk about one without talking 
about the other. 

The hardy water lilies are by far. the most 
Satisfactory ones for almost every pond, 
These have been developed considerably and 
now may be procured with very little trou@ 
ble in several shades of pink yellow and@ 
white. The white ones are the easiest#to 
raise and are the most satisfactory ones 
grown. Blue water lilies are very beauti« 
ful, but are not as hardy as the other colorg 
and are generally more expensive. 


The Egyptian lotus are very interesting. 
This is often called the aristocrat of the 
whole water lily group. These may be had 
in either the whites or the various shades 
of pink. While they are ywerfectly hardy 
they like more heat than the regular water 
lilies, so plant them in the full sun where 
ever possible. 

The leaves of these plants are particularly 
interesting. They have rounded edges and 
look like little islands. The blossoms ape 
pear on tall stalks that grow from three to 
five feet out of the water. The flower ite 
self is shaped very much like a water lily 
blossom, 

The most satisfactory method of plante 
ing both the various water lilies and the 
Egyptian lotus is. by planting the roots in 
a tub or flower pot and sinking them to 
the bottom of the pool. They may be grown 
in water from 12 to 36 inches deep. For 
best results get a container that is about 
12 inches deep. Plant the roots very shale 
low and cover the soil with sand.

a combination of these. The trip will be un- 
der the guidance of the Quartermaster 
Corps of the army. That branch cares for 


the cemeteries of France, and it is fitting 
that it should be given the responsibility 
of taking the Gold Star mothers to the 
graves of their sons. So far as is possible 
groups are being made up so that mothers 
who know each other or who come from che 
same state will make the trip together. 

Every Gold Star mother will be the guest 
of the government from the moment she 
leaves her home, wherever it may be, until 
she has returned to it. Each has been 
mailed an attractive symbolic badge. This 
consists of a gold medallion, featuring a 
gold star within a circle upon the circum- 
ference of which is inscribed. “Pilgrimage 
of Mothers and Widows.” 

Leaving her home with this badge pinned 
on her dress, the mother takes a taxicab 
to the station at the expense of her goy- 
ernment. She has in her pocket the neces- 
Sary railway transportation to New York, 
with reservations for a lower berih through- 
out the trip.

AGREE with Dr. Oliver, the au- 
thor of “Four Square,’ when he 
says that the trouble with the 
—,_— Tired Business Man is that he has 
no hobby. Only the other day when I put 
$1,000,000 in the bank—mzy three hundredth 
million, by the way—my wife said to me, 
“How is it, darling, that you are so happy 
and gzay when most men of your age and 
wealth are as blue as a long-deceased Oys- 
ter?” 

“Darling,” I said, “it is because I was wise 
enough to begin having hobbies early in 
my career.” 

Ti does not, as an actual fact, matter 
much what a man’s hobby is, so long as it 
is something he is deeply interested in. Per- 
sonally I collect things. I collect postage 
stamps, early American humor, twine off of 
bundles, unpaid butcher bills, children, gray 
hair and the bright sayings of Calvin Cool- 
idge. 

But a hobby need not be the collecting 
fad. For the business man who has a large 
estate I know no pleasanter hobby than 
raising polar bears. It is just as well to 
begin with two polar bears, a lady and a 
gentleman, because experience teaches us 
that the family does not increase very rap- 
idly, if there is only one polar bear. 

To begin raising polar bears—and I need 
not tell you how thrilling it is to serve your 
own home-grown polar bear steaks to vour 
guests—the first thing to do is to get 50 or 
60 electric refrigerators and paint them to 
resemble cakes of ice. These should then 
be piled up roughly to form a cave or den 
for the polar bears, providing coolness for 
them in the summer.

One great advantage ih fish-worm cul- 
ture over polar bear culture is that you do 
not have to be so particular in picking out 
pairs, as each of the dear little creatures 
now under consideration is both papa and 
mamma.
